LETTER FROM BISHOP BEDELL. 


To THE DomestIC COMMITTEE: 

DEAR BRETHREN :—I enclose a letter which 
the Rev. A. W. Mann, deaf-mute Missionary, 
has written. I would beg respectfully to ask 
your attention to it, as an appeal for your help 
to the suffering class whom he represents. 
Having been for fifteen years a director of the 
Institution for Deaf-Mutes, and during that 
time associated with the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, 
I speak with knowledge when I say that the 
deaf-mutes are easily brought under the influ- 
ences of the Gospel, and are singularly sus- 
ceptible to religion. Our Church services at- 
tract them. Wherever the Rev. Mr. Mann 
has gone he finds the deaf-mutes ready to 
unite in our worship. It is an interesting 
fact, forming indeed a special call on us, that 
our Church alone has sought out and cared 
_ for this unfortunate class, realizing our Divine 
Mission. 

The Rev. Mr. Mann is itinerant Missionary, 
serving many Dioceses. Our Diocese gives him 
a large stipend, considering the small amount 
of labor which he bestows upon our own field. 
But all the diocesan contributions together do 
not yield an adequate salary. The railroads 
are very generous to his work, or he would 
not be able to continue. 

Under these circumstances, I beg the Do- 
mestic Committee to accept him as one of 
their Missionaries, making him Missionary at 
large, and giving him a salary which, in ad- 
dition to what he now receives, will furnish | 


him a support.

FROM THE REV. MR. MANN. 

My Dear BisHop Bepeuu: It has oc- 
curred to me that a few thoughts in relation 
to a new and much needed enterprise of faith 
fostered by the Church may not be out of 
place in this letter. For reasons that will be 
made plain, it seems not only proper, but im- 
peratively necessary, that the work of ‘‘ The 
Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes,” together with 
its claims and needs, should be brought fully 
to the notice of the Church, and to the Board 
of Missions in particular. 

The work among the adult deaf and dumb 
in this country had its beginning in New York 
City over twenty-five years ago, and was con- 
fined there for several years, owing to the lack 
of Clergymen familiar with the sign language 
who would be expected to assist in the much 
needed extension. But the time came when 
it outgrew the limits of a single locality. Its 


| founder found time to hold sign services in 


Albany, Troy, Philadelphia, and other Eastern 


cities. . 


For some years this new work of faith was 


| supported mainly by St. Ann’s Church for deaf- 
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mutes, and a few occasional offerings from other 
churches. As it assumed larger proportions 
the burden of its maintenance must needs have 
become too great for a single parish to bear. 

Once of merely local proportions, it has be- 
come larger by reason of needed extensions. 
It now embraces nearly all of the principal 
cities and towns of the West, including those 
of the Hast, and already efforts are being 
made for an extension South. The cities of 
the West that have been visited from time to 
time by the Missionary are Pittsburgh, Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, Dayton, and Delaware, 
Ohio; Detroit, Jackson, Flint, and Grand 
Rapids, Mich.; Indianapolis, Chicago, and 
Jacksonville, Il.; Milwaukee, Minneapolis, 
- and St. Louis. Other points have good claims 

upon the attention of the Missionary, and they 
will be visited in due time. 

As statistics give us one deaf-mute to 1,500 
of those able to hear, there must be over 300 
in cities of the size of Chicago and St. Louis. 

~There are at least 25,000 of them in the entire 
Union. 

They welcome the services and manifest 
their interest by attending them. A number 
have been received into the Communion of 
the Church by Baptism and Confirmation. 
Many children of deaf-mute parents have also 
been baptized and confirmed. These children 
are able to hear as a general rule. They can 
enjoy the advantages of the Sunday-school in 
common with other children. 

No other body of Christians has undertaken 
any work of this character among this class 
of the community. The prospects of these 
special labors are good, notwithstanding the 
stringency of the times, which has made the 
question of adequate support for the Mission- 
ary very perplexing. The great need now is 
for more laborers. ‘‘ Verily, the harvest is 
plenteous, but the laborers are few.” 

When the operations of the Church Mission 
to Deaf-Mutes reached the West, in 1875, the 
times were very unpropitious. The Missionary 
had to content himself with a slim support, 
trusting to the future. With a little less than 
$500 for the first year, he paid all expenses 
himself, leaving little or nothing for the sup- 
port of a family. The second year brought 
an increased sum ($700), but as the work was 
extended in the meanwhile this increase 
availed scarcely any more. 

At first the support was derived mainly from 
one appropriation by the Missionary Board of 
the Diocese of Michigan. Two hundred dollars 


was the sum voted. The rest came from 


certain parishes. 
During the second year the amount received 
came from the following sources:

The Sum is much too small in view of the 
extent of the Missionary’s field of labor. 

Of the need of maintaining this important 
enterprise it is not in the least necessary to 
speak. It fills a want felt by a class who 
have long been neglected in spiritual matters. 
Our beautiful Prayer Book system meets their 
wants most particularly. By means of it they 
can take part with their hearing brethren in 
Divine worship. 

The question of sufficient support has been 
and will yet be perplexing. A slim support has 
tried the hearts of multitudes of faithful Mis- 
sionaries and hindered the good work. That 
they continue steadfast in the work of their 
Master, while other professions afford a sure 
road to wealth, has certainly often seemed 
strange to the worldly-minded, who know 
nothing of the love that binds the heart to 
Gop and His good service. 

It has recently occurred to me that an ap- 
plication might be made to the Board of Mis- 
sions to consider the propriety of voting a 
sum of money toward the maintenance of this 
special effort toward the deaf and dumb. 

As the work under my charge is not con- 
fined to a single Diocese or locality, but is of 
a general character, I feel that there could 
be no objection raised'to allowing what will 
be of real assistance. I thought also that it 
would be most proper to ask you to bring the 
matter before that body at the earliest time 
possible. 

Trusting that you are again blessed with 
your wonted good health, and wishing you a

9th inst. has been before me for some days. 
Ihave delayed answering it because I was 
doubtful whether, under all the circumstances 
of the case, it was proper for the Diocese of 
Alabama to be any longer a burden upon the 
General Missionary Society. Not that we are 
not in great need, but because our policy 
should be to concentrate upon our ' Missionary 
Jurisdictions. 

But as I call to mind the straitened con- 
dition of our few Missionaries in the field, 
and consider how important to them is even 
the small stipend appropriated, I feel con- 
strained to pass by for the present questions of 
general policy, and avail myself of the prof- 
fered aid from the Missionary Board. 

Perhaps I should explain why it is that I 
ask for appropriations to the same men and 
the same Missionary points. 

In a normal condition of things these sta- 
tions should long ago have been self-support- 
ing. But our condition is abnormal. Our

older Southern Dioceses have become feeders

lose thousands of our population each year by 
emigration, among them many of our own 
people, so that with a continual growth we 
get no strangers. 

The men whom I nominate to your Board 
for the appropriation are good and true men, 
self-denying, active, and laborious. I would 
nominate none but such men. 

You state that the Committee for Domestic 
Missions have appropriated for the first quar- 
ter of the current year $125. I nominate the 
Rey. Dr.B. Waddell, Clayton, Ala. ,and the Rev. 
F. B. Lee, Carlowville, P.O. Minter’s Station, 
Dallas Co., Ala., to receive the sum mention- 
ed, and suggest that it be equally divided | 
between them. They both traverse a large 
section of country, and are indefatigable in 
their labors. -

IN MORMONDOM. 


St. Jonn’s Misston, Locan, 
Utan, December 19th, 1877. 

Rey. anD DEAR Sir: Enclosed I send 
report of this Mission for the quarter just 
closing. The tabulated results seem meagre, 
but the conditions and results, which cannot be 
tabulated just now, would prove that the Mis- 
sion is in a far more flourishing and healthy 
condition than the figures seem to indicate. 

We are now on our own ground, and in our 
-own new building, which, unfortunately, is not 
yet fully paid for; we lack yet about $700 to 
make good the balance for building and necessa- 
ry improvements. Onthe side of income we 
have never been so badly put to as we are 
now, both in reference to income from our 
Eastern Church brethren in the way of schol- 
arships and contributions for the Mission ex- 
penses of the building, and income locally 
from pay scholars. If our wealthy Church 
friends in the East and the States are poor 
this year, and feel the “‘ hard times,” our peo- 
ple here are far poorer, and feel hard times 
which none can appreciate except those who 
have suffered from the ravages of drought and 
grasshoppers. Financially we have never 
been so badly off nor received so little to sus- 


tain the current expenses of our work, but 
morally, intellectually, socially, religiously, 
the Mission has never been in so encouraging 
a condition as now. 

Our day-school numbers over forty scholars 
and the term just closed has been the most 
successful and satisfactory, inregard to order, 
discipline, and progress in knowledge, of any 
that we have passed through. The Sunday- 
school numbers fully forty scholars in regular 
attendance, and seventy children were repre- 
sented on the Christmas-tree—for, hard and 
discouraging as the times are, we have been 
able to have a children’s Christmas festival, 
and to give presents to the poor children, 
through the kindness and liberality of friends 
who sent us a Christmas box too late for last 
year’s festival. There has been, also, a more 
earnest and intelligent interest in all that 
concerns the welfare of the Mission, and in 
the individual improvement of the members. 
The conditions which keep and have kept 
our people poor, and which still make us few 
in number and slow of growth numerically, 
are not yet changed: a crushing despotism,

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railroads; and, as the broad gauge ends here, 
all trains stop to change the tracks of the 
cars. Very large cattle-yards are also located 
here. Day and night the shrieks of the loco- 
motives are heard upon the fifteen tracks at 
the railroad depot; and this, together with 
several noisy hotels, impart to the town a 
rather lively appearance. In fine, Texarkana 
is, and probably always will be, a busy rail- 
road town. 

The people thus far have paid but very lit- 
tle attention to town improvements. The 
streets are in a chaotic condition. Big 
stumps, deep holes, and viscous mud render 
a walk at nights rather unpleasant. These 
things, however, will soon be remedied. As 
the town is continually growin 
ments must and will be made. At present an 
unusual amount of building is carried on. 
From my window I can count fifty dwellings 
in the course of erection; the sound of the 
saw and the hammer is heard in every direc- 
tion. 7 

In this unsightly and noisy town a few 
members of the Church began, about two 
years ago, to gather funds and material for a 
church. Bravely they struggled against all 
contrary winds, and, by the blessing of Gop, 
succeeded. A very neat Gothic sanctuary, all 
finished, and very appropriately furnished, 
Stands on a fine lot, nicely fenced, and not one 
dollar of tndebtedness to encumber the prop- 


erty. Such things are of scarce occurrence | 


now-a-days, and thus, I think, these few 
faithful people are worthy of praise and of 
aid. Not one of them has much of this 
world’s goods; they all have to toil for their 
daily bread; yet they have liberally contribut- 
ed to erect a house of worship, and planted 


g, improve- 


the Church here by lay services and by quiet 
Christian pursuit. But how to maintain the 
Church in its feeble infancy, and to overcome 
the efforts of the sects to hinder her growth, 
seems to be a task above their ability. They 
have promised to pay me $600 per annum; 
but I do not believe that they are able to pay 
half of this amount. We must defer, how- 
ever, all judgment at present. 

I left the neighborhood of Baltimore last 
February in the hope to do more good in 
Texas than I was able to do in Maryland. 
Thus far I have not been disappointed, and I 
trust that in a few years I shall see a healthy 
and self-sustaining church in Texarkana. It 
| will be the fruit of sacrifice and toil; but 
without these we cannot expect any good re-° 
sults. I left many pleasant things and asso- 
ciations behind, and paid about one hundred 
dollars to get my books and myself to Texas. 
I do not regret deprivation and expense; but 
only pray and wish that a large number of 
able Clergymen at the old States may come to 
the conclusion that it is their duty to plant 
and uphold the banner of CHrist in new and 
thirsty regions, and thus hasten the time when 
the wilderness shall blossom as the rose. 

Against all my expectation, I have found in 
Texas less rowdyism than in New York and 
other cities of the Union. I have not suffered 
from want of anything. My people made 
me comfortable, and are kind in every respect; 
and with the aid of the Domestic Committee 
I trust that the work of the Church will be 
carried on in Texarkana quietly and success- 
fully.

I perceive the ‘‘form” of report is some- 
what changed, and there is one feature in it 
that Iam particularly pleased with, namely, 
the ‘Amount paid annually by people toward 
Missionary’s Support.” I am pleased with 
this, because I hope in time it may lead to 
the establishment of a new principle in the 
aid of Mission stations, namely, that the aid. 
shall be granted on condition that the people | 
of the station fulfil their part of the contract | 


with their Missionary faithfully and promptly. | 
I think it would be well worth the trouble 


for the Domestic Committee to ascertain the 


| | disproportion between the amounts promised 
and the amounts actually paid by stations to 
their Missionaries, and to note the compara- 
tive proportion of prosperity between faithful 
and delinquent stations. 

For my own part, I very much doubt if 
there is any greater drawback to the Mis- 
| Sionary’s work than the failure of the people 
to meet their plighted obligations in this re- 
| spect. 

T have had some experience in this matter, 
and I attribute the difference of my success 


here and elsewhere to be owing very largely 
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to this failure on the part of the people to ful- 
fil their promises. The vestry pledged me 
$500 per annum, but they have never paid it. 
They fell behind $70.35 the first year, and 
they have fallen behitd $353.50 the past year, 
and during the four years and a half that I 
have been here they have fallen behind over 
$900, or two-fifths of what they promised me. 

It is simply impossible to describe the 
amount of mental and physical suffering, and 
the intensity of spiritual depression, that this 
has caused me. It is impossible to show how 
much it has clogged my efforts and impeded 
my work. It has prevented me from extend- 
ing my labors to other points for want of 
means to pay travelling expenses. It has kept 
me without proper and adequate material to 
work with, and it has made me a pauper upon 
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my personal friends and relatives, without 
whose aid I and my family must have starved. 

I hope, therefore, the time will come when 
the Domestic Committee will give its aid to 
Mission stations on the condition that the 
people of the station fulfil their contract with 
their Missionary. This would at least serve 
asa gauge to test the ripeness of a commu- 
nity for the establishment of the Church, 
and may save the Church from expending too 
much of her force unprofitably, as I think 
there is very little prospect of success in 
leading a people up to the practice of, the 
higher Christian virtues while the Church’s 
own people will refuse to practice the virtue 


of common honesty in their dealings with _ 


their spiritual instructor. 


HOUSE-TO-HOUSE VISITING. 


East Mrinneapo.is, MInn., 
April 3d, 1878. 
Rey. AND Drar Sir: It is impossible to 
give, with any approach to accuracy, the pop- 
ulation of the stations; at many the attend- 
ants on the services are widely scattered and 
reside in townships adjoining those where the 
stations are located. The distance between 
the remoter parts of my Mission is more than 
sixty miles, so of course a good deal of time 
is spentin travelling. During the year ending 
81st of December last, I drove my own horse 
4,395 miles and made 1,416 pastoral visits; 
many of them to families so remote from any 
church or station that they are very rarely 
able to attend public services. 
The amounts contributed toward the Mis- 
_ Sionary’s support are not to be regarded as 


regular annual contributions; but mostly 
what one or two active and friendly members 
of the different congregations can collect; and 
in some instances the only contributions are 
quarterly collections and gifts in the form of 
produce, which I appraise at market prices and 
reckon as so much paid on Missionary salary. 

Of Farmington I send no particulars save 
of three services held there. It is a small 
parish of about thirty communicants, at pres- 
ent without a rector, and at their desire I have 
agreed to hold services on alternate Sundays 
until Easter; when it is hoped the Bishop 
will return home and a permanent pastor be 
placed in charge.

WORK AMONG THE COLORED PEOPLE OF THE SOUTH. 


HISTORY OF 8ST. MARK’S CHURCH, WILMINGTON, NORTH CAROLINA. 


Berork the year A. D. 1858, church accom- 
modation for the colored people in Wilming- 
ton was very much restricted. There was 
but one parish church in the town, that of St. 
James, and although the building of St. John’s 
had been begun, even in the plan of the latter 
church but little provision had been made for 
their accommodation. But in that year, by 
the codperation of a few earnest people with 
the Bishop of the Diocese, the Protestant 
Methodist Church, on the corner of Orange 
and Fourth streets, was purchased, with the 
understanding that the sittings should all be 


free, and that those in the gallery should be 
entirely given up to the colored peovle. The 
design was that it should be a free church for 
a mixed congregation. After the purchase of 
the property, the use of the building was of- 
fered to St. James’ parish on condition that 
such a congregation should be maintained, 
but the Rector and vestry, who were anxious 
to finish St. John’s, declined the proposition. 

Consequently, on the 5th of June, 1558, a 
new parish was organized, under the name of 
St. Paul’s, and a mixed congregation, the 
music of which was rendered by a colored 
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choir, was formed. A Sunday-school for 
colored children was opened; but~as in that 
day it was not lawful to teach them to read, 
they were orally taught the Church Catechism 
and to sing psalms and hymns. 

The new parish was not strong, and at first 
only enjoyed such services as could be render- 
ed by the Bishop, and these, in consequence 
of his repeated absences on his visitations, 
were much interrupted. During the spring 
of 1859 the Rev. D. Morrelle came weekly 
from Goldsboro’ to hold Sunday services, and 
in the fall of that year he removed perma- 
nently to Wilmington to teach and, under the 
Bishop, to take charge of the parish. Pre- 
vious to his removal, however, the parish 
had been received into union with the Diocese, 
the 7th of May, at the Convention held in 
Goldsboro’ that year. But the services of a 
Priest were greatly needed, and shortly after 
the Convention of 1861 the Rev. Henry A. 
Skinner was called as Rector, and took charge 
of the parish for a few months. On his 
resignation the charge was again given to Mr 
Morrelle, who retained it till the 1st of July, 
1862. The services were then indefinitely sus- 
pended, partly on account of the effects of the 
war, and partly on account of the pestilence 
which prevailed in Wilmington in the autumn 
of that year. The only service held in the 
church till after the close of the war was the 
occasional celebration of a marriage. In the 
report of the parish for 1863, after the services 
had been suspended, the number of communi- 
cants is given as fifty—thirty-four whites and 
sixteen colored. 

The last year of the war it was proposed 
that St. Paul’s should be reopened for the 
benefit of the colored people alone, but noth- 
ing was accomplished at that time. 

After the occupation of the town by the 
Northern army the church building was, for 
a few months, used for the purposes of a col- 
ored school, supported by Northern people; 
afterwards, during the autumn, it was for a 
short time occupied by the congregation of St. 
James’, their parish church having been seized 
for an hospital. 

On the establishment by the General Con- 
vention of the ‘‘Freedmen’s Commission,” a 
colored school, numbering between two and 
three hundred, and maintained by the Com- 
mission, was for several years kept up in the 
church building. 

Early in 1866 a Mission .service was estab 
lished for colored people,and the Rey. Richard 
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H. Jones was placed in charge. He reported 
to the Convention held in Christ Church, New- 
berne, in 1866, thirty-nine communicants, 
“‘gathered in good part from the congrega- 
tions of St. James’ and St. John’s, and from 
the former one of St. Paul’s parish.” On the 
failure of Mr. Jones’ health, and his conse- 


‘quent inability to attend to the duties of the 


Mission, they were assigned to Mr. Morrelle. 

By the untiring efforts of Miss Hesketh, 
one of the teachers in the school, who drilled 
the children in music, a double choir was 
formed, and a choral service maintained for 
many weeks. It proved very attractive and 
drew large congregations. 

Mr. Morrelle remained in charge till the 
summer ;of 1868, and in the autumn the 
Clergy of St. James’ received it, Mr. Mor- 
relle continuing to give one service every 
Sunday. His formal connection with the 
Mission entirely ceased the latter part of June, 
1869. 

In the fall of 1869 the charge was given to 
the Rev. Charles Otis Brady, a colored Dea- 
con, who, up to the present writiug (April, 
1878), has continued to minister to the con- 
gregation. Soon after Mr. Brady took charge 
the congregation adopted the name of ‘St. 
Mark’®Congregation,” and resolved to have a 
house of worship which they might call their 
own. By their own efforts, they not only 
raised money enough to pay for a lot, but also 
to materially aid in the erection of the new 
church. Over three thousand dollars were 
obtained from Boston and other Northern 
cities, and some was also subscribed by citi- 
zens of Wilmington. 

Ground was broken for the new building 
the 6th of March, 1871, and the corner-stone 
was laid the 23d of the same month. The 
church was sufficiently completed for the 
celebration of Divine worship the ensuing 
December, when the congregation moved 
from St. Paul’s to their own building. <A bell- 
tower and vestry-room have since been added. 
Many valuable gifts were received. The 
corner-stone, the chancel window,and chancel 
furniture, the font, the vessels for the Holy 
Communion, and the bell, were the gifts of 
Northern ladies. 

In addition, a reed organ was obtained, so 
that now the church lacks nothing of the 
ordinary appliances to render the services at- 
tractive. 

A regular parish was first organized, and a 
vestry elected, Easter Monday, April 1st, 1872. 
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The ‘congregation of St. Mark’s, Wilmington, 
was admitted into union with the Diocese 


of North Carolina at the Convention held in | 


Fayetteville in 1872. 

Finally, the church edifice was consecrated 
the 18th of June, 1875. The number of com- 
municants reported in 1870 was sixty-one; 
the number reported in 1877, onehundred and” 
sixty: an increase in seven years of over one 
hundred per cent.

DEATH OF THE REV. DANIEL W. HEMANS, SANTEE PRESBYTER. 


{For the sake of the wider circle of friends 
ainong whom THE Spirit or Missions circu- 
- lates, we transfer from Anpao—the little paper 

- published by the Niobrara Mission—the fol- 
~ lowing tribute to the memory of our late 
Santee Presbyter, the Rev. Daniel W. He- 
mans. | 

Ta friends of the Niobrara Mission will 
share the sorrow which presses upon our 
hearts out here when I announce the death of 
our well-known Native ,_Presbyter, the Rev. 
Daniel W. Hemans. He died of consump- 
tion, March 31st, 1878, in his own humble 
house near the cha,,.i of the Blessed Redeem- 
er, in which he ministered, on Bazille Creek, 
Santee Reservation. 

Rescued from barbarism when a boy by 
Missionary effort, and educated for the Sa- 
cred Ministry, he was ordained Deacon, and 
in 1873 advanced to the Priesthood. By his 
simple piety, blameless life, and faithfulness 
in his ministry he became the comfort of his 
associates in the Ministry and an honor to the 
Niobrara Mission. His knowledge of the 
- Scriptures was great. They were the joy of 
his heart, and his power to translate them 
with spirit and point into the language of his 
own people was remarkable. The work of 
the last years of his life was the translation of 
the Psalter for the Dakota Prayer Book, 
which is about to be published, and of ‘‘ The 


mandments, by the Rev. Richard Newton, 
D.D. 

I spent two days by his bedside a week be- 
fore his death, when he was lying very low. 
He looked death in the face without a fear, 
and made known his desires concerning his | 
‘interment with entire calmness. His disease 
had progressed so far that he could hardly 
hear or speak; but when Lasked him whether | 
he had anything special to say, he succeeded 


in enunciating the following words, which 
show very clearly that he had imbibed the 
spirit of his ministry from ‘the Good Shepherd 
Himself: 

«« Five years I have been a minister to the 
people living on this Creek, and it seems as if 
they have all loved me, therefore I thank them. 
Some weeks ago they collected four bushels 
of wheat and six sacks of potatoes, three hens 
and some maple sugar, and brought it to me, 
because they loved me. I love the people in 
my heart (his eyes filling with tears), high and 
low, nice and dirty. I love them all—God 
gave me a charge to take care of their poor 
souls, so I did not respect persons; God gave 
them to me to save both big and small.” 

He called his wife and son to him buta few 
minutes before his death and bade them 
““Good by.” She read for him, at his request, 
Proverbs x. 25: ‘‘ As the whirlwind passeth, 
so is the wicked no more; but_the righteous 
is an everlasting foundation;” and then sang 
a hymn which he himself had written: ‘ Jeru- 
salem Mahpiyata” (Heavenly Jerusalem), and 
in a few minutes the dying man fell asleep. 
He was buried the next day amid the lamen- 
tations of his people. 

His body lies, as he requested it might, just 
back of the chancel of the little chapel 
where he had loved to minister.

My Dear Frrenp: I am sorry to tell you 
of my poor Daniel. I am afraid he would 
not live through a year. He is very, very 
poor. He could not sit up long now, but 
cough all the time. When he lie on bed and 
couzhs, and spittoon before him, it remind 
me of Paul Mazakute. I was there a weck to | 
care of Paul before his death. Now Daniel 
- just exactly Jike Paul now. Iam afraid he 
will be confined to his bed in a month or two. 
Oh! what shall I do if he is gone and leave 
me here alone? When I think of all these, I 
could not do anything but weeping. Did I 
tell you my little darling Mary gone to her 
home above? I could not forget her a single 
day, but not wishing her back, but still I 
mourns for her. I shed tears every time I see | 

*a little child just like her age. Itis very hard 
to lose a dear one. But I was always ready 
and willing to say ‘‘ Thy will be done.” But 
it will be more hard, he who is dearer than all 
my children is gone; but pray for me that I 
would not be overcome by grieves; but I will 
try to say again ‘‘ Thy will be done.” 

There are so much patients here along the 
Creek. So I did see them all when I go horse- | 
back; but now I could not go, on account of 
old saddle. I had a beautiful gentle pony to 
ride on. I like to do good, charity, hold | 
prayers over the sick. If my husband weak 
and could not do his duties, I am willing to | 
take his place. We had Women’s meeting on | 
Thursdays since last Summer. To-day Daniel | 
could not do his services, on account of his 
weakness.

But our 
Heavenly Faruer does not say so. We must 
go one by one, but we will meet together in 
Heaven. That will be glorious meeting. 
When [ think of Heaven, how I wished there 
to be, with all the angels and all my treasures 
in there; how my heart leap with joy.

Ir is with heartfelt gratitude that we, right here at the beginning of this 
article, venture to express our conviction that this Church has in some degree 
renewedly awakened to a sense of her duty in respect to the responsibilities so 
_ clearly asserted in the words of the Bishop of Long Island, above quoted. We 

“thank God and take courage.” Our conviction is based not only upon personal 
intercourse with many, and the reflection of the popular sentiment as exhibited in 
the columns of the Church press, but also upon the tangible evidence more satis- 
factory to the practical mind, of increased receipts as compared with the receipts 
to same date in former years.

It certainly will be if all those individuals and Parishes who have not re- 
membered to contribute to this great work of Missions which called forth from our 
ascending Saviour His last command, “ Go, teach all nations,” will yet send their 
offerings made according to the Gospel rule,—as the Lorp has blessed them. 

With many individuals and Parishes throughout the land, summer is the favored 
season. May we not hear from all such without exception? Do they not owe 
to the Lorn of the harvest an especial thank-offering ? Do they not appreciate 
the fact that the secret of all true prosperity, temporal and spiritual, under the 
Divine economy, lies in devising liberal things ? 

What 1s true of the Church as a whole, is true of each integral part. “If it

LETTER FROM BISHOP PENIOK. 


ROBERTSPORT, Grand Cape Mount, | darkness of these low tribes. We must have 


Liberia, March 1st, 1878. 


Ir gives me pleasure to state that I have at 
last reached and examined Cape Mount, with 

its surroundings. 

Through the kindness of Mr. J. Brohm, 
Agent for the German houses in Liberia, we 
—t. e., Mr. Harry Parker, Dr. David, Chris- 
tian Schmidt, Lewis (a Bassa boy), and my- 
self, with all our luggage—were taken on 
board the German ship ‘‘ Taikim,” at Mon- 
rovia, on February 19th, and landed here at 
5 Pp. M. on the 21st, since which time I have 
been actively engaged seeking a location. 


TMPRESSIONS OF CAPE MOUNT. 


The place is not at all as I had thought. 
The mountain is almost an island, and not 
part of a range; in fact, as yet, 1 have not 
been able to discover a range from any of its 
heights. It is, however, apparently, a very 
healthy spot, having the ocean on two sides, 
a lake, some twenty miles long and fifteen 
wide, sweeping almost around the other two 
sides. Here, by Gop’s help, we shall go to 
work to establish the Mission as broad, deep, 
and powerful as we can. 

Now for the first time since I have heard 
of or seen Africa do I see clearly the way 
in which I think Gop would have me go. 
And I will give you my plan as best I can. 

I want to build up here a work so vast that 
it will draw natives from the far interior and 
gather them from hundreds of miles along the 
coast. To scatter a few isolated Missionaries 
here and there is to dishearten them (without 
moulding the heathen), and to leave their sta- 
tions to decay when worry, neglect, loneli- 
ness, and discouragement have put them into 
an early grave. We need a Christian com- 
munity, a Christian atmosphere, as really as 
the individual Christiaa effort; for one man 
would sink amid the filth, degradation, and 


a place where we can take them out of their 
heathen associations and make them see Chris- 
tianity in its vital, beautiful, organic life. 


THE BISHOP’S PLAN. 


Now to do this, here is my plan. We must 
work to build up a school of one thousand 
scholars. Here are the figures: 

20 teachers, $500 each, - - - $10,000 
1,000 scholars, $25 “< : - - 25,000 
School expenses and contingencies, - 3,000 

Total annual expense, - - $38,000 

To start this we need 
5 houses for our teachers, $650 each, - $8,250 
100 houses for children, $25 ‘“ - 2,500 
Other house and extras, 1,000 


$6,750 + $88,000 = $44,750 


Total, - - 
Our Gedebo work and other points, - 5,000 
Total, 2 = = - - $49,750 


Do not be startled nor think me crazy be- 
cause of these figures, for I do not expect to 
reach all this at once, nor would I- need the 
full amount for three or four years. J must 
first see how much of it I can draw from the 
people themselves; and I hope and believe that 
Gop will supply whatever I may need. Yea, 
I know He will if this is His plan. If it is 
not His plan, then I pray that it may fail. 


LOCATION CHOSEN. 

I received an order from President Gardner 
for thirty acres of land, which I have selected 
at the north end of the cape, one of those 
lovely tablelands, being the flat top of a lofty 
foot-hill four hundred feet above the sea, pil- 


| lowing its head on the west side of the mount, 


with a stream of water washing both sides 
and flowing into the sea. It overlooks the 
lake, Robertsport, and the ocean, with no 
miasmatic swamps around the base, 
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CHINA. 


Here, by concentrating our foreign helpers, 
we can form a strong, happy Christian band. 
Three-fourths of the terror of Mission life 
will be taken away when one knows that true 
and loving friends will ever be near. I think 
I would have little or no difficulty in getting 
helpers to come to such a place. After careful 
investigation of all the tribes, I believe we 

can get as many scholars as we want, and that 
~ our influence will reach much further than if 


we were to try the plan of running interior a 
a chain of stations with foreign helpers. I 
can see and feel all this in a way that it is im- 
possible to make appear to our friends in 
America. ze 

I expect to contract for clearing and build- 
ing next week, and then to start south for 
Cape Palmas, where I willbe for about two

Still I cannot forget that circumstances may 
make it my duty to return soon to the United 
States. . You are aware that in that event it 
will be my desire to come back here soon, un- 
less it is absolutely impracticable.

He is now a divinity student 
and one of my teachers. She wrote to me last 
spring that a brother-in-law of hers would take 
a scholarship in Duane Hall for seven years, 
but did not like to be ‘‘ bothered” with yearly 
payments—could he pay it all at once?

After 
the first year the sum, or rather the remaining 
sum, could be placed at interest, and the inter- 
est might be given to the boy at the end of 
the seven years if he should prove worthy of 
it, or any other disposition be made of it 
which might be thought best. 

Just now we are in the midst of our China 
New-year holidays, so I cannot well choose a 
scholar till the pupils return from their homes 
or friends. Ten remain with me, and among 
them are two not assigned to scholarships; but 
they are not very interesting, except as their 
entire poverty and helplessness appeal to my 
sympathy. But for a pupil whose support is 
secure for seven years I should feel a double 
interest, and shall try to get a very bright 
promising lad, and then I should be free from 
that haunting fear | have that any mail may 
bring me news that a scholarship is discon- 
tinued, and then a favorite boy, upon whom 
I have lavished earnest prayers and careful 
teaching, is suddenly sent back to his heathen 
home, his idols, and his superstitions. 

By the 1st of March, which you say is the 
time the scholarship begins, [hope to be able 
to choose a boy who will be in all respects 
satisfactory to the founders of the scholarship 
and to myself. .

LETTER FROM REV. ©. T. BLANCHET. 


f WE are glad to beable to publish the follow- 
ing private letter from Mr. Blanchet : 


AMERICAN Eprscopan Mission, 
Toxro, JAPAN, February 27th, 1878. 
Rev. James Saul, D.D., Philadelphia, Pa. : 

Rey. AND Drar Sir: Although I am a 
stranger to you, Iam happy to say you are 
not necessarily so to me, for your hearty in- 
terest in the education of heathen women in 
China and Japan has made your name familiar 
and precious in many households out here in 
the ‘‘Far East,” and it is in this connection 
that I take the liberty of addressing you., 

You are perhaps aware that that depart- 
ment of our Mission work here in Tokio has | 
been assigned to me by those in authority. 

It affords me much pleasure to say that we 
have already been enabled to make a begin- 
ning. We feel very much encouraged and 
strengthened by your sympathy and liberality. 

Our Committee for Foreign Missions, as well 
as ourselves, are to be congratulated in having 
secured the services of so suitable a person as 
Miss Pitman. Her fine education and cheerful 
disposition make her not only a desirable 
addition to our household, but give us reason 
to think that she will also prove an invaluable 
helper in our work as she becomes familiar 
with the people and their native tongue. 

As in every department of Mission work it 
requires considerable time and faithful and 
patient application before one can see the fruit 
of his labor, it is especially so in this field, 
owing largely no doubt to the additional draw- 
backs of the indifference of some of the natives 
and the inability of others to educate their 
women, and perhaps also our inexperience 
in this particular kindof work. Our methods 
of action will, of necessity, be somewhat ex- 
perimental for some time to come, and we 
sincerely trust that the good people who have | 
cheered and encouraged us thus far, will not | 
allow their zeal and interest to abate simply | 
because the results may not meet their expec- | 
tations. None are more sensible of, and more 
sorely tried by, the slow progress of their work 
than the Missionaries themselves, and even the 
little they accomplish often largely depends 
upon the sympathy and support given them at | 
home.

LETTER FROM REV. A. R. MORRIS. 
Osaka, JAPAN, January 24th, 1878. 


Rey. AnD Dmar Srr:.... Up to Oc 
tober 11th, I continued to have the preach- 
ing at night in the chapel during the 
week. But as the weather became cold the 
numbers fell off so much that I discontinued 
it after that date. Iexpect to resume it again 
in the Spring. I go now to the chapel on 
Tuesday and Thursday afternoons and teach 
those who drop in. I am sorry to say the 
Nahashima goes on 
Wednesday and Friday, so that the chapel is 
open every day except Monday and Satur- 
day. . 

Yeshileawa teaches in his house up in the 
city, and reports that some of those who come 
to him manifest considerable interest, so that 
he hopes he may have, before very long, some 
candidates for Baptism. He often brings 
persons with him to the chapel services on 
Sunday. ‘ 

On the 10th of October three young men be- 
gan coming to me twice a week to study the 
Bible in English. Their number afterward in- 
creased to six, and I continued teaching them 
till the latter part of December, when one of 
them had to go off to his province, and the rest 
stopped coming. 

On the 12th of October Dr. Laning and I 
began to occupy the second story of our house 
—then just completed. I believe f told you 
that we bought the house in his teacher’s name. 
We were paying one hundred dollars a year 
rent for it, and as the proprietor consented to 
sell it for four hundred dollars, and we could 
not make the alterations we wished so long as 
it was in his hands, we decided to purchase. 
While the additions have not added to the 
beauty of the building, they make it much 
more cheerful. A second story enables one to 
look over the roofs of his neighbors. 

During the months of September and Oc- 
tober the cholera broke out in several of the 
cities of the empire, and in Osaka among the 
rest. ,/The Government ,tookievery {possible 
precaution against it, so that wherever one 
went the air was loaded with carbolic acid.

They also built temporary hospitals outside 
of the city, so that the mortality was not 
great, and now it seems to have entirely dis- 
appeared 

BAPTISM. 

I mentioned in my last of October 30th that 
one of the candidates for Baptism, one of our 
servants, was in feeble health, and that I ex- 
pected to baptize him before the others. He 
died on November 12th. For some time pre- 
viously it was evident that he could not live 
long, so I baptized him in his room on No- 
vember 5th. Most of our converts and the 
attendants at our service were present. And 
I think he understood clearly the nature of 
what he was doing, as he had been under in- 
struction for over six months previous, and 
had applied for Baptism before his sickness 
began. His life in the meanwhile, although 
not demonstrative, had been perfectly blame- 
less, which is saying a good deal here. 

Three days later I administered the Com- 


munion to him. fe specially desired it. On 
the morning of his death, when some of the 
school children went in to see him, he urged 
them to seek the Kingdom of God. His grave 
is immediately adjoining those of two former 
converts. J think that since his death I can 
see a deeper interest and spirituality in some 
of those who were with him a good deal at the 
last. 7. 

Since the 19th of December I have been 
teaching a class.of four, consisting of my 
Japanese teacher and three of the attendants 
on our services, in the Acts of the Apostles, 
which has just been translated. I meet them 
three times a week. 

Miss Eddy has interested two of the women 
—one is baptized and the other a candidate 
for Baptism—in teaching others of their ac- 
quaintance. I meet them once a week and 
explain a chapter or portion to form the basis 
of their instruction to others.

Mexico, Dec. 8d, 1877. 
Miss (. A. Hamilton: 

EstEEMED LADY AND BELOVED SISTER IN 
THE Lorp: I have read with sincere pleasure 
the welcome letter with which you have hon- 
ored me. 

Your report of the work of the Mexican 
League has filled my soul with profound grat- 
itude towards your native land that makes 
such earnest efforts to win many throughout 
.the world to the knowledge and love of Jmsus, 
that through Him they may be saved. 

I specially love and respect those children— 
true heroes in the Gospel cause—one who sold 
his favorite cat, and another who, after his 
daily work was done, asked for contributions 
in order to aid the ‘‘Church of Jesus” in my 
native land. 

If you and others who take an interest in 
the propagation of the Gospel were sometimes 
to visit—not only our great cities, where there 
is much infidelity and indifference in religious 
matters—but our country towns and villages,

where there is more purity and sincerity of 
sentiment, and where the readiness of many 
poor peasants to accept with fervor ‘‘ the good 
news” is very marked, your enthusiasm and 
affection would grow for this ‘‘ Church of 
Jesus” which has so grand a mission. 

The solemn, but at the same time simple, 
practices of this Church, which follows 
the example of the pure and holy primitive 
Church, produce a most favorable impression 
among our people. Our Church, although it 
has but very limited pecuniary resources, has 
extended its work far and wide throughout 
our Republic.

Srarions. .(1.) The number of Stations is 
one hundred and twenty (principal and sub- 
ordinate); thirteen of which are in Western 
Africa, nineteen in China, six in Japan, ten 
in Haiti, one in Greece (Athens), and seventy- 
two in Mexico. 

Lasorers. (2.) The whole number of la- 
borers is two hundred and forty-five, of whom 


_ three are Missionary Bishops, and one the 


Bishop of the Haitien Church, thirty-six are 
Presbyters* and Deacons (foreign and native), 
four are Physicians, sixteen are foreign 
ladies, and one hundred and eighty-five are 
native Catechists, Lay Readers, and Teach- 
ers. 


Arrica. (8.) In Africa, under the Rt. Rev. 
C. Clifton Penick, D.D., are six Clergymen, 
two Missionary Physicians, two foreign la- 


‘dies, and seventeen Catechists and Teach- 


ers. 

Cuina. (4.) In China, under the Rt. Rey. 
Samuel I. J. Schereschewsky, D.D., there 
are seven Clergymen,+ one Missionary Physi- 
cian, seven foreign ladies, and forty-eight 
Catechists and Teachers. 

JAPAN. (5.) In Japan, under the Rt. Rev. 


Channing Moore Williams, D.D., there are 


five Clergymen, one Missionary Physician, 
four foreign ladies, and eleven Catechists and 
Teachers. 

Harri. (6.) In the Haitien Church, under 
the Rt. Rev. James Theodore Holly, D.D., 
there are twelve Clergymen and eighteen 
Catechists and Teachers. (Four of the Cler- 
gymen, and the Lay assistants are not paid by 
the Foreign Committee. ) 

GREECE. (7.) In Athens there is one for- 
eign lady assisted by twelve native Teach- 
ers. 

Mexico. (8.) In the Mexican Church, be-

do not receive support trom the Committee 
for Foreign Missions.) 

Boarprnea Sciootrs. (9.) There are fourteen 
Boarding Schools, eight for boys and six for 
girls, two for each being in Africa, three for 
each in China, one for girls in Tokio (Yedo), 
and one for boys in Port-au-Prince. This: 
last, however, is not immediately supported 
by the Committee for Foreign Missions. 
Also an Orphan Asylum and a Divinity 
School in Mexico. The number of pupils in 
these Boarding Schools averages thirty. There 
is also a combined boarding and day-school 
for girls at Athens, containing six hundred 
pupils. There are thirty-one day-schools* . 
containing eight hundred and sixteen pupils, 
say in all nearly HIGHTHEN HUNDRED 
SCHOLARS, besides eighteen Sunday-schools, 
with an attendance of HIGHT HUNDRED 
AND SIXTY-ONE CHILDREN. 

Mepican Missions. (10.) The attendance 
upon Chinese patients at dispensary, hospi- 
tal, and at their homes, by the Missionary 
Physician at Wuchang, aggregated SIX 
THOUSAND for the year ending June 80th, 
1877, and during the same period the Mis- 
sionary Physician at Osaka, Japan, treated 
THREE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED | 
AND SHVEHNTY-ONE Japanese, besides 
seventy foreigners. In Shanghai there is a 
Hospital (with Dispensary) served voluntarily 
by Physicians of foreign birth, and supported 
by the offerings of foreign and native resi- 
dents. Two native young men are studying 
medicine at Shanghai, two at Wuchang, and 
twelve at Osaka, 

Communicants. (11.) The number of 
communicants is THRHE THOUSAND 
NINE HUNDRED AND THIRTY, of 
whom there are in Africa three hundred and 
twenty-nine; in China, two hundred and 
twenty-one (two hundred and nine natives 
and twelve foreigners); in Japan, thirty-two 
(twenty-eight natives and four foreigners); in 
Haiti, three hundred and forty-eight, and in 
Mexico about three thousand.

mism. (12.) About one hundred and twenty 
persons are awaiting Confirmation in China; 
forty-eight have recently been confirmed in 
Africa, There are many inquirers and Can- 
didates for Baptism in all the Missions. 

CanDIDATES FOR Hony OrpeERs. (13.) 
There are six Candidates for Holy Orders 
in Africa, sixteen in China, four in Haiti, 
and six in Mexico. These are under training 
in Hoffman Institute, Cavalla ; Duane Hall 
and Divinity School, Shanghai; and in the 
schools at Port-au-Prince and Mexico. It is 
expected that others will soon be admitted as 
Candidates, and others still, who are not so 
far advanced, are studying with the view of 
entering the sacred Ministry. 

ORIGINAL AND TRANSLATED Works. (14.) 

~ At Athens, in Modern Greek, nine religious 
books for the young; five Catechisms on the 
Creed, the Lorp’s Prayer, the Ten Command- 
ments, the Life of our Lorp, and the Prom- 

‘ises made im Baptism ; some tracts, and “A 
Hand-book for Infant School Teachers.” This 
last is now used in all the Schools throughout 
Greece. 

(b.) In Africa, in Gedebo, a large part of 
the Holy Scriptures, nearly the whole of the 
Prayer Book, a Hymn Book, a Tune Book, a 
Scripture Question Book, Bible History, 
History of the Gedeboes, Primer, Reader, 
Grammar, and Dictionary. 

(c.) In China, in the Shanghai Colloquial, 
by our Missionaries alone, a portion of the 
Holy Scriptures, a large part of the Prayer 
Book, Catechism on the Creed, the Ten Com- 
mandments, the Lorp’s Prayer, some biogra- 
phies of sacred characters, and a number of 
School Books on Geography, History, ete. 
Bishop Boone was a member of the ‘“‘ Commit- 
tee of Delegates” from the various Missions 
in China, which translated the whole of the 
Sacred Scriptures into the ‘“ Literary ” (Un- 
spoken) Language, this being the language of 
the Chinese Classics, and of native books gen- 
erally, The Rev. Dr. Scherschewsky (now 
Bishop) rendered the whole of the Old Testa- 
ment, and aided in translating the New Testa- 
ment into the ‘‘Mandarin Language,” the 
most largely used of the spoken languages of 
China, it being the mother-tongue of two 
hundred millions of the Chinese. He and the 
Rey. Dr. Burdon (now Bishop of Victoria) 


translated the whole of the Prayer Book into 
the same language. 4 
(d.) In Japan nearly the whole of the Pray- os 
ér Book has been translated by Bishop Wil- 
liams, but it is not yet printed. The Bishop 
has also translated the Catechism used in — 
China on the Creed, the Ten Commandments, 
and the Lorp’s Prayer. The first two have 
been printed. : 
(c.) In Haiti, Bishop Holly has prepared in 
the French Language a Sunday-school Service _ 


Book, a collection of Hymns, a Short Cate- 4 : 


chism introductory to the Church Catechism, 
and a full Catechetical Manual. The last has — 
been translated into. English for use in the - 
neighboring Dioceses of Jamaica, Antigua, 
and Nassau, under the approbation of their 
respective Bishops. a 

Toe Cuurcy’s Part. (15.) The Com- 7 
mittee for Foreign Missions are dependent — 
month by month upon what is received from 
Churches, Sunday-schools,and individuals, for 
the means to pay the salaries of the Bishops, the 
Presbyters, and the other classes of laborers 
mentioned: above; the support of the pupils in 


the Boarding-schools; and for the building and 


repairs of churches, chapels, and school-houses. 
The amounts hitherto received have been insuf- — 
ficient to sustain the work (exclusive of that 
in Mexico), hence the embarrassed financial 
condition and the consequent inability to meet 

urgent appeals for more laborers, during the — 
last two or three years, from Africa, China, 
and Japan. The Boardof Managers, notwith- 


standing these facts, have made appropria- . 


tion of $20,000, upon the recommendation of 
the Committee, in aid of the Church in Mexico. 
This they have done in faith that the sum 
will be contributed (as during several years 
past it has been contributed for the purpose 
through other agencies) over and above the 


usual contributions of the Church for Ponies = 


Missions.

METHODS OF WORKING, 


Ty these times we so often hear called ‘‘ hard,” 
it may not be amiss to present to the members 
of the Auxiliary generally, a few plans which 
are being tried,and forms of organization which 
have recently been adopted by some of its dif- 
ferent Branches, for the purpose of furthering 
the Mission work of the Church in its several 
departments. These schemes having proved 
helpful to some, may contain useful hints for 
others, and it is with this hope we give them. 

A member of the Auxiliary writes as fol- 
lows, from the Diocese of Pennsylvania: 


My Dear Miss Emery: The December 
number of THE Sprrit oF Missrons contains 
the account of the Fourth General Meeting of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary, at which I had the 
happiness to be present. In recalling the 
afternoon debate, and the remarks about in- 
creasing the number of readers of THE Sprrir 
or Misstons, I cannot help thinking that a 
few words describing our custom may aid 
others, willing, but not knowing just what 
they mightdo. After our number is read it 
is re-directed, and a two-cent postage stamp 
takes it to T——, a town of perhaps 500 people, 
in Western Pennsylvania. They never have 
had a resident Clergyman, but are dependent 
on fortnightly Services, given by the Rector 
of a parish sixteen milesdistant. A beautiful 
consecrated church, a Sunday-school of sev- 
enty children, about twenty-five communi- 
cants, and a crowded congregation at each 
Service, show the interest in Church work. 
Tue Spreit or Missions is read out to the 
Sunday-school, taken home and read by the 
adults, until all have had it. A re-direction 
and another two-cent stamp take it to B—— 


_ County, Pa., whither a family removed from 


T—— two years since, who gladly receive 
the book, and in their turn send it to the few 
Church people near; when they have read it 
the number is literally worn out. 

The good result of the reading at T—— is 
shown in the annual box sent to the Bishop 
Whipple Hospital for Indians. It contains 
dried fruits and vegetables, half-worn cloth- 
ing, quilts, basted patch-work, pincushions, 
toys, dolls, scrap-books, and whatever will- 
ing hands can make that have no money to 
buy materials.

Mrsstons increase the number of readers in 
like manner? Two cents a month and a new 
direction are neither trouble nor expense, and 
consider the wonderful return! It is really’ 
helping to educate the children, as well as 
grown persons in their duty, each one as a 
Missionary. 

This we have done for years, but it is never 
too late to begin such work for the Master, 


The following simple Articles have been 
adopted in one of our young ladies’ schools, 
and may meet the eye of other teachers and 
scholars, who can perhaps gather some ideas 
for their own practice from them: 


Sr. PEerer’s GUILD. 

I.—This Guild has for its objects : 

_ (i.) To promote the glory of Gop by culti- 
vating in its members a spirit of earnestness, 
diligence, and fidelity to all their duties as His 
children. : 

(ii.) To train them to habits of work for 
Crist and His Church ; especially in the 
cause of Missions, both Foreign and-Domestic. 

(iii.) To preserve in after years an affection- 
ate remembrance of their school and of each 
other. : 

Ii.—The members of the Guild include : 

(i.) Members of the school, boarders, day 
scholars, and teachers. 

(ii.) Former pupils who «have passed 
honorably through the school. 

III.—Its Officers are a Directress, who shall 
be the Principal of the school ; and a Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, who shall be chosen by 
the Guild from their own number. 

TV.—The dues are an initiation fee of 50 
cents and a monthly subscription of 25 cents. 

V.—The meetings shall be held once a fort- 
night, or oftener if called by the Directress, 
for sewing or other work ; and once a month 
for prayer and Missionary intelligence. 

VI.—The Secretary shall keep a roll book, 
in which the name of each member of the 
Guild shall be written at the head of a separate 
page; below shall be kept a record of her 
history in after life. The members, on leav- 
ing school, shall be requested to continue 
their subscriptions, annually, to the funds of 
the Guild, and to write at least once a year to 
the Directress, thus maintaining their relations 
with their former school-mates and com- 
panions of the Guild. 
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From a parish in the Diocese in New York 
we have the following, the Articles of Organ- 
ization of the Society itself being supplement- 


ed by a Letter of Advice from the Rector to its 
Executive Committee: 


THE WOMAN’S MISSIONARY ASSOCIATION OF 
ST. PAUL’S CHURCH, YONKERS, NEW YORK 
(AUXILIARY TO THE BOARD OF MISSIONS). 

Articles of Organization. \ 

J. The object of this Association shall b 
twofold. 

First. To create throughout the Parish a 
more intelligent and general understanding, 
and to awaken a deeper and permanent inter- 
est regarding the Missionary work of the 
Church, both Foreign and Domestic ; and 

Second. To secure substantial aid for the 
cause of Missions, as well by the private sub- 
scriptions and labors of the members of the 
Association, as by increased offerings in the 
church as a result of the diffusion of Mission- 
ary intelligence. 

II. Any woman in the Parish may be- 
come a member of this Association by en- 
rolling her name upon the list of members, and 
by making a subscription, payable into the 
Treasury of the Society, monthly or quarterly, 
as she may prefer—the amount of such sub- 
. scription to be determined by the subscriber. 

III. In compliance with the Apostolic rule, 
to ‘‘lay by weekly in store” (I. Cor. xvi. 2), 
each member is urged to put aside a certain 
fixed sum every week for the special work of 
the Association, to be kept separate from all 
other charities, and not to interfere with the 
amount of contribution made in the church at 
the set times appointed for public Missionary 
offertories. No one should feel discouraged 
because she may be able to do but little ; for 
any amount, however small, ¢f given regularly, 
will in the aggregate prove no trifling aid. 

IV. The members of the Association are 
desired to use daily a short form of prayer 
(copies of which will be provided for them) 
in behalf of this Society, and of the general 
Missionary Work. 

VY. The business of the Society shall be 
conducted by an Executive Committee, which 
shall consist of a President (who shall be the 
Rector of the Church), a Vice-President (who 
shall also act as Treasurer), a Secretary for 
Foreign Missions (who shall also act as Record- 
ing Secretary), a Secretary for Domestic Mis- 
sions, and five other members; all of whom 
shall be chosen by the Association at its 
Annual Meeting. Vacancies occurring in the 
membership of the Executive Committee 
during the year shall be filled by the Rector, 
or in his absence by the Vice-President. 

VI. The Annual Meeting of the Association 
shall be held on the second Tuesday in 
December. 

Other meetings of the Association shall be 
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held at the Rectory on the second Tuesday in 
each month, at which reports shall be made 
by the Executive Committee of new members 
enrolled during the month, letters or papers 
containing Missionary news shall be read by 
the Secretaries, plans of charitable work dis- 
cussed and agreed upon, subscriptions of 
members paid into the treasury, and any 
other necessary business transacted. 

VIL. Public Missionary Meetings, under the 
auspices of the Association, shall be held in 
the Church, once in each quarter, on the even- 
ing of a Sunday or week-day, as may be ar- 
ranged by the Executive Committee ; at which 
there shall be made Missionary addresses by 
speakers provided by the Secretaries. 

VIII. Once in each quarter, at the monthly 
meeting, it shall be determined by vote of the 
Association to what object the offerings of the 
succeeding quarter shall be devoted. But any 
member shall retain her right to direct her 
gifts into any channel, should she so prefer. 

IX. § 1. The Vice-President shall, in the 
absence of the Rector, preside at all monthly 
and annual meetings, and shall also receive, 
keep an account of, and disburse all funds. 

$2. The Secretary for Foreign Missions 
shall keep a record of all meetings, and con- 
duct all correspondence connected with the 
work in the Foreign field. 

§ 3. The Secretary for Domestic Missions 
shall conduct all correspondence connected 
with the work in the Domestic field; and shall 
also act as Clerk in the absence of the other 
Secretary. 

§4. All the members of the Executive 
Committee shall, in their respective districts, 
visit every female of the Parish, explain the 
objects of this Association, enroll members, 
secure subscriptions, and collect the same 
when not brought to the quarterly meetings 
by the subscriber, attend all meetings of the 
Committee at the call of the Rector, and in all 
possible ways do whatever is in her power to 
promote the ends which this Association has 
in view. 

ADVICE TO THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTER, 


The object of this Society being to create an 
interest in Mission Work where there is none, 
and to arouse such interest where it is dor- — 
mant, its success in accomplishing these ends — 
will depend, to a large extent, upon the ear- 
nestness and faithfulness which the members 
of the Executive Committee bring into their 
discharge of the duties belonging to them. 
According to the plan of organization the par- 
ish is divided into districts, embracing thus 
the whole number of the women of the 
Church. One of these districts is assigned 
to each member of the Committee, and the 
duties of the members are, each one in her 
district, to visit all the ladies whose names 
are upon these district lists; to explain to 
them fully for what purpose the Association 
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is organized; to persuade them if possible to 
enroll their names as members of the Society; 
to secure subscriptions, and collect the same, 
when not brought by the subscriber herself to 
the meetings of the Association; to distribute 
among the women embraced in their respective 
lists, leaflets, tracts, or other Missionary pub- 
lications; to obtain subscriptions for THe 
Sprrir or Missions, and in all possible ways 
to further the ends which the Association has 
in view. In making a first visit, your first 
work should be to explain what has been 
already done in the way of organization and 
what it is hoped to accomplish. In regard to 
contributions, make it understood that even 
small amounts are welcomed, and ¢f paid reg- 
ularly produce an aggregate not to be de- 
spised; and that the amount of the individual 
subscriptions is strictly confidential. As to 
the object of these membership subscriptions, 
explain that they are given to the Association, 
and the disposal of them is to be determined by 
the Association once in each quarter. They 
are not subscriptions to the different Boards 
or Committees of the Church. Opportunity 
to contribute to these is afforded from time 
to time in the public offertories. But these 
subscriptions are outside of these offertories. 
The Society may be engaged in preparing a 
box of clothing, etc., for some home Mission- 
ary, and may vote to give the subscriptions 
of that quarter to that object. Or they may 
become interested in some individual appeal 
made by some one of the Bishops or some one 
of the Missionaries, and may prefer to con- 
tribute their mite to some such cause. Or 
they may resolve to designate the quarter’s 
subscription to some department of the 
Church’s general work not particularly pre- 
sented to the congregation. Or they may 
have need of the subscriptions in meeting the 
necessary expenses of the Association. In 
fine, however, the subscriptions are of the 
character of membership dues, and are paid 
directly into the Society’s treasury and dis- 
posed of by the voice of the Organization. 
Although it is stipulated that ‘‘any member 
shall retain the right to direct her gifts into 
any other channel should she so prefer.” 
After the first visit of the Committee-wom- 
en to their respective ladies, when they are 
solicited to connect themselves with the Socie- 
ty, other visits will be necessary from time to 
time: missionary leaflets to be distributed, 
subscriptions to Tae Srrrrr or Missrons to 
be secured, contributions to be collected, and 
general efforts to be put forth to fan the new- 
ly-awakened flame of Missionary enthusiasm. 
To do this work well, it is requisite that it be 
undertaken and discharged in a spirit of con- 
secration, faith, and prayer. Perfunctory 
labor accomplishes little, and even that little 
is unsanctified and unblessed; it is like strange 
fire offered upon Gov’s holy altar. ‘‘ What- 


soever ye do, in word or deed, ... do it 


heartily, as to the Lorn, and not unto men; 
for ye serve the Lorp Curist.” 

Provide yourself with a small blank-book, en-. 
ter in it the names of all the ladies belonging to 
your district, each name upon a separate page. 
Record below the name the amount of the 
subscription made, and how payable, month- 
ly or quarterly. Enter the date of every visit 
paid on the page devoted to the person to 
whom the visit is paid, and the purpose of 
the visit, the fact of leaflets, etc., distributed, 
subscriptions to Sprrrt or Missrons secured, 
money collected (if any), sewing given out, or 
other interesting data. This register should 
be kept with pen and ink, rather than pencil. 
Thus we shall have a complete and permanent 
history. Each member of the Executive 
Committee should herself be a subscriber to 
and reader of THe Sprrrr or Missions. 


In one of the parishes of New York City 
a Foreign Missionary Association has been | 
formed, by which the following Constitution 
and By-Laws have been adopted: 


WOMEN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY ASSOCIATION 
OF THE CHURCH OF THE HEAVENLY REST. 


Constitution. 

ArtricoLE I.—Name.—This Society shall be 
called the “‘ Women’s Foreign Missionary As- 
sociation of the Church of the Heavenly 
Rest,” New York City. 

ARTICLE II.—Odject.—Its object shall be to 
awaken throughout the Parish a deep and per- 
manent interest in the work of Foreign Mis- 
sions, by disseminating Missionary intelli- 
gence, and to secure systematic contributions 
for the Foreign work. 

ArricLte LU].—Membership.—Any person 
may become a member of the Society by sub- 
scribing monthly ten cents or more. Any 
donation may be given to any special object, 
according to the wish of the donor. 

ArticLE LV.—Management of the Society.— 
The business of the Society shall be conducted 
by an Executive Committee, consisting of the 
Rector, President, Vice-President, Treasurer, 
and Secretary, and the Delegate to the Com- 
mittee on Work for Foreign Missions. 

By-Laws. - 

ArricLe I.—Presiding Officer.—The Presi- 
dent shall preside at all meetings of the Asso- 
ciation; or, in the absence of the President, 
the Vice-President shall preside; or, in the ab- 
sence of the Vice President, any member shall 
be elected Chairman. 

ARTICLE II.— Order of Business.—The meet- 
ings shall be opened by prayer; after which 
the order of business shall be:—1. The read- 
ing of the Minutes of the last meeting. 2. 
Treasurer's Report. 8. Calling of the Roll 
and paying subscriptions. 4. Reading of let- 
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ters and other interesting matter. 
laneous business. 

ArticLtE IIl.—Meetings. Stated meetings 
of the Association shall be held monthly, on 
the first Wednesday of each month, at ten 
o’clock, in the Vestry-Room. 

ArrTIcLELY.—Secretary.—It shall be the duty 
of the Secretary to keep a register, in which the 
names of the members of the Society shall be 
recorded; to attend all meetings of the Associa- 
tion; to keep correct minutes of the proceed- 
ings; to request the Rector to give notice in 
the church of meetings of the Association. 
The Secretary shall conduct the correspond- 
ence. She shall furnish the members with 
leaflets and copies of thé Collects set forth by 
the Woman’s Auxiliary, and also, as occasion 
shall require, with the approval of the Rector, 
provide a speaker for the meetings. 


ARTICLE V.—Treasurer.—The duty of the 
- Treasurer shall be to receive and take charge 
of all moneys of the Association, and send 
quarterly the amounts received to the Treas- 
urer of the Committee on Work for Foreign 
Missions, through the Secretary of the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary, 21 Bible House, New York. 
She shall present a report, at each meeting, of 
the moneys received since the last meeting. 
She shall send a yearly account to the Rector 
of the moneys received and disbursed by the 
Association. 


ArtiIcLE VI.—Delegate.—This Association 


shall be represented by a Delegate in the Com- | 


mittee on Work for Foreign Missions. 


The Diocese of Rhode Island has lately re- 
organized in order to include all Departments 
of Mission work. Its Constitution is prefaced 
as follows:

With the cordial approval of the Bishop of 
this Diocese a Society has been formed which 
hopes to include all the Parishes in the Diocese, 
and asks the codperation of all the Clergy. It 
does not propose to change the work of any 
Parish, but by united and sympathetic action 
to increase the interest in and render more 
effective the Missionary work of the Church. 
It is hoped by this union that the smaller 
Parishes that are able to do but little may unite 
with the larger, or with each other, in work- 
ing; also that the larger Parishes may learn 
the needs of the smaller and assist them if 
_ desired. 


At a meoting called by the Bishop, February

8th, 1878, the following Constitution was 
adopted and the officers were appointed: 


Constitution. 


This Organization shall be called ‘The 
Rhode Island Branch of the Woman's 
Auxiliary to the Board of Missions.” 

Its object is to unite all the Parishes in this 
Diocese in the six branches of Mission work, 
viz., Domestic, Diocesan, Foreign, Freedman, 
Indian, and Mexican. 

The Officers of this Society shall be a Presi- 
dent, one or more Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, 
a Treasurer, also an Executive Committee of. 
six ladies, who shall attend to the several 
branches of Missionary work. This Board 
shall fill all vacancies that may occur in the 
offices between the annual meetings. 

This Society shall hold an annual meeting 
in Providence, in May, for the purpose of 
electing officers for the ensuing year, hearing 
the reports of the Parish secretaries, electing 
delegates to the general ‘meeting of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, and transacting all other 
business. 

This Society shall also hold meetings at 
stated intervals in the different Parishes for ~ 
mutual intercourse and information. . Each 
Parish shall send delegates to the annual meet- 
ing, also a written report to the Secretary of 
the work done during the year. 

It shall be the duty of the President to 
preside at the annual meeting, and to have a 
general knowledge of the work that is in prog- 
ress. The Vice-President shall preside in 
her absence. eae 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to-con- 
duct the correspondence of the Society, send 
notices of the meetings, and keep a record of 
them ; keep an account of the work done by 
the women of the Diocese as reported by the 
parish secretaries, and report this annually to 
the Secretary of the Woman’s Auxiliary in 
New York. 

The Treasurer shall receive and disburse all 
money sent to her for any branch of Missionary 
work and for the expenses of the Society, and 
shall present a report at the annual meeting. 

Seven persons shall constitute a quorum at 


the annual meeting and five at a Board 
meeting. ; 
This Constitution may be altered or 


amended at any annual meeting by a two- 
thirds vote of the persons present. 

This Constitution is followed by the list of — 
Officers, the Executive Committee, and Secre- 
taries from forty-one Parishes, showing a 
larger proportion of Parishes connected with 
the Auxiliary in this than in any other Diocese.

BOARD OF MANAGERS. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE GENERAL MISSIONS OF THE 
PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

TuE Board of Managers of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society 
have under their charge the General Missions of the Church—Domestic and 
Foreign. 

Domestic Missions are those within the boundaries of our own country, 
embracing the ten Missionary Jurisdictions of Nebraska and Dakota ; Montana, 
Utah, and Idaho ; Oregon and Washington Territory ; Nevada; Arkansas and 
Indian Territory ; Colorado and Wyoming ; Northern Texas ; Western Texas; 
Northern California ; New Mexico and Arizona; the partial support of Mis- 
sionaries in twenty-nine organized Dioceses ; Work among Colored People in 
ten Southern Dioceses ; and Missions to the Indians in the Missionary Juris- 
diction of Niobrara and in the Dioceses of Minnesota and Fond du Lac. 

Foreign Missions are those without the boundaries of our own country, 
embracing the three Missionary Jurisdictions of Western Africa, China, and 
Japan ; and work in Greece, Haiti, and Mexico. 

To carry on the work now established in these different parts of the field, 
the sum of $300,000, at least, is needed annually ; and the almost unlimited 
opportunities of extending it, at home and abroad, call, as with the voice of 
Gop, upon all the members of His Church to do more and better in the future 
than they have done in the past. 

In order to obtain regular contributions to meet the appropriations made 
to our Missionary Bishops and other Missionaries, the Board have ordered the 
distribution of Subscription-Books, in which may be entered the names of 
persons ready to aid in the support of the General Missions of the Church, and 
the amount to be paid quarterly by each. 

These books are to be sent to Clergymen in charge of Parishes or Missions, 
or to responsible persons, named by them, willing to act as Collectors. 

In small Parishes, and in Missions, one Collector and one Subscription- 
Book will probably be sufficient ; but a larger number of books will be furnished 
wherever more than one Collector is appointed. 

It is desirable that the amounts named should not be designated for any 
particular portion of the field, as the Board must provide for the work in all its 
branches, and therefore needs offerings for all. Should any persons, however, 
particularly desire their individual contributions to go to any special point—as 
China, Utah, Niobrara, Africa, Minnesota, or Oregon—a note to that effect can be 
made in the column marked for Memoranda, and their wishes will be complied with. 

No “ Specials” can be entered in these books, as such gifts do not aid the 
Board at all in meeting their appropriations. Any persons who wish to do so 
can, however, name some particular Missionary or Missionary Bishop, whose 
stipend or salary their contribution may be used to pay. 
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At as early a day as possible, after the quarterly collections are made, the 
full amount from each Parish should be sent by the Rector, or some person 
named by him, to either of the four Officers whose addresses are given on the 
cover of the Subscription-Books. 

Each remittance should be accompanied by a iottos stating the amount of 
money sent, and giving the name of the parish, city, or town and Diocese, and 
the number of contributors. , 

The remittance for the quarter beginning with June should, in addition to 
this, be accompanied by careful copies of the original Subscription-Books, in 
order that a printed list may be prepared of every contributor to the work, with 
the amount given by each, which list will be sent to each contributor as. soon as 
possible after the last day of August, the close of our fiscal year. Blanks for 
these copies will be sent out from the Mission Rooms some time in May. 

In order that this list may be exact, it should be written with irk and very 
distinctly. E 

If any subscriber does not wish his name printed in the list, he will say “ Do 
not print” after his name in the book ; and in place of the name we will put the 
word “Cash.” 

It is necessary, of course, that all the names be entered in the book for the 
use of the Collector. 

New Subscription-Books will be sent to take the place of the old ones 
immediately after the June remittance is received. 

Subscription-Books to be used exclusively by the children of a parish will 
be furnished whenever desired. 

POINTS TO BE ESPECIALLY NOTICED. 

1. This system is put forth by order of the Board of Managers, which Board, in 
Missionary matters, has all-the authority of the General Convention, when 
that body is not in session. 

2. It is hoped that this system will prove so acceptable to all concerned, and will 
work so well, that no desire for a change will anywhere be entertained. 

3. Let it be remembered that the JuNE remittance closes the year. Promptness 
in all remittances, but especially in this, will be very important. 


4, Let special care be taken in making out and forwarding copies of Subscrip-. 


tion-Books with June remittance, as the exactness of the printed list will 
depend upon the accuracy of these copies. 

5. Very much, if not almost everything, will depend upon the zeal, fidelity, 
and steady persistency with which the system is worked, 

_ 6. Let it be constantly kept in mind that the service here outlined and desired 
is for Curisr and His Church. This thought will serve to prevent 
weariness in well-doing, and will help much in dealing with all discour- 
agements and difficulties, 

7. More, and better than all, it will bring strength to say often and fervently: 

Direct us, O Lorn, in all our doings, with Thy most gracious favor, and 
further us with Thy continual help; that in all our works, begun, continued, 
and ended in Thee, we may glorify Thy holy Name, and finally, by Thy mercy, 
obtain everlasting life ; through Jesus Curisr our Lorp. Amen.

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THE MISSION WORK OF THE CHURCH IN IOWA. 


A LETTER FROM BISHOP PERRY. 


Ir is all Mission work—as truly such as if 
the vast domain of this State of. over 50,000 
square miles were at the antipodes, or any- 
where else. It is Mission work, because it is 
being carried on in communities too young to 
have gathered up wealth, and too new to have 
it by inheritance. It is Mission work, because 
it is the preaching of Curist and His Church 
in the midst of sects of every possible shade of 
opinion, and of unbelief which is engendered 
of a too frequent divorce between the outward 
profession and the every-day living of Chris- 
tianity—an unbelief which is strengthened by 
foreign immigration, and intensified by active 
propagandists of infidelity, secularism, com- 
munism, and unblushing sin. It is Mission 
work, because the Church’s laborers are work- 
ing for souls, certainly not for money, when 
the average of salaries of incumbents through- 
out the Diocese is but $500, computing only 
the Clergy in charge of parishes as Rectors or 
stated supplies, and leaving the poorer half of 
the parishes, which are necessarily without 
Rectors, wholly out of the account. It is 
Mission work, because it is being done, in toil 
and faith and love and prayer, for the future 
as well as for the present, for the day soon 
coming when what has been redeemed for 
Curist of the vast agricultural wealth of 
this State shall yield its tithes and offerings 
to carry the Gospel in the Church into the 
regions beyond. SBaptized with tears, and 
zealous labor, and countless self-denials, and 
ceaseless supplications, it is Mission work, be- 
cause it is the work of the Great Missionary 
Who came to seek and to save the lost. 


For this Mission work the Church gives 
$1,000 per annum, divided into stipends of 
$200, and securing the oversight and care of 
the following weak parishes and missions: 

The Rev. William T. Currie has charge of 
Bellevue, Tipton, and Hauntown, besides giv - 
ing occasional services at other points. The 
Rev. James Stoddard has Oskaloosa, Alvia, 
Winterset, and Knoxville. The Rev. F. E. 
Judd has Brooklyn, the Ridge, Marengo, and 
Victor. The Rev. Edward Magee has Dyers- 
ville, Farley, and Cascade; and the Rev. J. I. 
Corbyn. has Anamosa, including important 
work at the State Penitentiary there, and oc- 
casional ministrations in that neighborhood. 

Two others of our Clergy receive stipends 
from the American Church Missionary Soci- 
ety of a less amount than those given by the 
Domestic Committee. These faithful brethren 
have in charge a proportional number of sta- 
tions, and have labored with equal success. 
The diocesan treasury, now bankrupt, added 
the past year a small sum to the stipends of 
some of the Missionaries mentioned or refer- 
red to above; and, in addition to special ap- 
propriations for Durant, where there is an im- 
portant English-German work going on, and 
one or two other points, tried and failed to 
support a general Missionary who, during the 
preceding year, visited over forty parishes and 
stations, and presented for Confirmation up- 
wards of sixty candidates. But what is all 
this laborious, faithful, and successful work 
among so many points where the Church is 
asked for, and where its introduction now 
would ensure a self-supporting parish within 
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afew years? In a State the sixth or seventh 
in the Union in population, if present esti- 
mates are correct; with a million and a half 
of people of every nation under heaven; with 
one hundred counties, in each of ‘the county 
towns of which the Church should be a living 
power to-day, but of which less than a third 
are reached even by occasional services; do 
we not need help? Is the Bishop to be worn 
out with the responsibility of all this spiritual 
need, and no means to relieve the needs he 
sees and laments day by day? Is he to be 
compelled to see growing and important open- 
ings lost for years for the want of a few hun- 
dred dollars to initiate efforts which, human- 
ly speaking, cannot fail to be crowned with 
success? Is he to be told that the Church 7m 
Iowa must do a work which she cannot do; 
while for the failure to do this work the 
Church at large must suffer as well as the 
Diocese itself? Oh, brethren! even in these 
times of straitness, when the future is so un- 
certain and the present is so hard to bear, help 
us to do the Lorp’s work, mindful that in 
this State, not forty years old, we have neither 
the capital nor the cash to do it ourselves. 
The money reaped from our magnificent 
fields enriches the East far more than it does 
us. 

The marketing of our harvests fills the 
coffers of Eastern railroad monopolies and 
the pockets of Eastern speculators. Our ten 
per centum mortgages on the homes and fields 
of those who are struggling for a living yield 
princely incomes to the astute money-lenders 
of the Hast. A Clergyman of the Church, 
whose little venture in Iowa lands had yield- 
ed a good return, has tendered $500 of his 
gains, as a thank-offering to Him Who 
giveth the power to get wealth, for the build- 
ing of a church in Iowa. Would that lay- 
men everywhere, enriched by Iowa labor or 
money, would do as much to the glory of 
Gop! 

What is now being done is rather nursing 
or sustentation of points where the Church 
has been introduced, and where the people 
are helping themselves so far as they can. 
The places I have named as Mission stations 
are nearly all of this nature. It is aggressive 
work we ask the means to do. The past 
year’s experience illustrates this. In half a 
dozen points the Church was asked for, land 
was offered, subscriptions proffered, interest 
was manifested. We had no stipend unap- 
propriated to eke out the sum offered by the 
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people. We had no church building fund 
with which to stimulate the incipient move- 
ment to success. se 

The Presbyterians, Congregationalists, 
Methodists, wiser than we, had _ both, 
gave both, and gained a footing, and we 
can only come lagging behind, perhaps a 
score of years hence, and do out of season 
and with difficulty then the work we could, 
with a little aid, have better and more cheap- 
ly done to-day. Who is answerable for this 
neglect ? We ask then for means with which 
to do aggressive work—for offerings so that 
we may be pioneers in bringing the Church 
of our Lorp to those for whom the dear Lorp 
died. We need four general Missionaries to 
go from city to city. It will cost $5,000 per 
annum to support them and pay their travel- 
ling expenses. Is this sum too much for a 
territory larger than the whole of New York 
and part of New England ? 

The Congregationalists poured in upon Iowa 
the past year from abroad for Mission work 
$21,000. The Presbyterians and Methodists did 
not come much, if any, behind this wise expen- 
diture. They regard it wise policy to appropri- 
ate stipends of $50) per annum, and to offer 
sums of $500 for church buildings in any 
promising locality. In the city where these 
words are penned both of these bodies are giv- 
ing $500 per annum to the pastors of their re- 
spective bodies from Mission funds. They 
offer a premium for the people. They deem 
the present a time for laying out their money 
freely, looking only to the future for their 
returns. And thus, wise liberality pays. 
It is our niggardliness that is dwarfing the 
Church in Iowa. With $5,000 perannum ten 
churches a year, for years, could be built that 
would be almost or quite self-supporting from 
the start. Whois ready thus to help on the 
advance of the Church of the living Gop in 
a State where we have no cities of size and 
wealth to look to for large gifts, and where 
without aid we cannot advance as we should? 
For the field is the world. As Christians 
you cannot confine your charities to your own 
immediate surroundings. Our needs will cry 
to Gop. Souls lost to Crist in Iowa, for 
want of even the crumbs of charity from rich 
men’s tables at the East, will rise up at the 
judgment to condemn that selfish individual- 
ism, that narrow parochialism, which would 
not give beyond its own limited horizon, and 
saw not and cared not for the fields white 
for the harvest beyond.

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WHAT IS BEING DONE IN DAKOTA. 


A LETTER FROM BISHOP CLARKSON. 


OmanHA, June 3d, 1878. 

My Dear Dr. Twine: I thank you for 
your invitation to send a letter to Tam Spreir 
oF Misstons. What would the Missionary 
Bishops do if they had not the privilege of 
sending a letter now and then through THE 
Sprrir oF Mrsstons to the great army of 

-helpers and codperators throughout the coun- 
try ? I desire at this time to say something 
about Dakota. I have recently been along 
the line of the Northern Pacific Road, which 
crosses the Territory of Dakota from the Red 
River to the Missouri River, about 300 miles 
north of Yankton. At the town of Fargo, 
where the road enters Dakota, we have a 
beautiful little church, all paid for. The Rev. 
A. J. Graham, one of the young men educated 
at Nebraska College, has taken charge there, 
and resides in the town, holding service also 
at Grand Falls, seventy miles distant down 
the Red River. 

The number of our Church people is not 
large at Fargo, but if earnest zeal on the part 
of the Minister can build up the Church there, 
it will soon be strong. 

Mr. Graham’s record at Grand Island or 
Nebraska could hardly be surpassed by any 
one of his age. He was a Nebraska boy 
brought up and altogether trained on our 
own soil, and we know him and are proud 
of him. The Domestic Committee give us 
nothing for Fargo, so that he must depend 
upon the little that the people can give him, 
with some help from the ever-to-be commended 
*« specials” that now and then find their way 
through your hands to us. 

My dear Doctor, I know you are not very 
partial to “specials,” but please print that 
double adjective in the above sentence in 
italics. 

From Fargo to Bismarck is a long stretch 
of country—a day’s railroad ride—that is rap- 
idly filling up. Here are to be found in the 
Red River Valley some of the largest grain 
fields in the world, some of them containing 
over one thousand acres. I was astounded 
to find the improvement and advance since 
my last visit, and with this material devel- 
opment must come increasing strength to 
the Church. Many charming families of 
Church people are settling in here, and they 
desire to ‘‘sing the songs of the Lorp in a 
strange land,” as they have been accustomed 


to do in Eastern homes and Eastern churches. 
Shall we not help them to do so? 

At Bismarck, the terminus of the road, and 
where it strikes the Missouri River, I found a 
large congregation, that has been ministered 
to during the past winter by the Rev. T. E. 
Dickey, who comes nearly two hundred miles 
for that purpose. There are about twenty 
communicants, and as many of our families, 
with a large number of others who are favor- 
ably inclined to our worship. They want a 
church badly, and a resident Minister. We 
held a meeting on Monday, after the service, 
and the people pledged $500 annually to the 
support of the Clergy, and the Bishop promised 
$200 in addition, hoping to realize it from 
««the specials.” Ihave offered the place to a 
Clergyman of Minnesota, who is said to be 
peculiarly fitted for such work, and if good 
Bishop Whipple will spare him he will be on 
the ground before this letter is printed in THE 
Sprrir or Missrons. I know that Bishops 
do not like to give up good men. But we 
have surrendered from Nebraska many a good 
man for other fields (sometimes grudgingly, I 
admit), and why should we not have some in 
return ? Minnesota is a good treasury to draw 
from. Some of the very best men we have in 
our work came from there, and we cannot get 
over the habit of asking for more. 

At this meeting at Bismarck not only 
was $500 pledged for a Clergyman, but $1,000 
was pledged also for a church, provided the 
Bishop would add $500 more, and build a 
$1,500 church that should be completed for 
that sum and be without debt. -Of course I 
promised the $500, although not having that 
many dollars towards it. I know it will 
come. It always does come in such a con- 
tingency; and to take advantage of such an 
opportunity, I predict that before you have 
another letter from me to THE SPIRIT OF 
Misstons, there will be a nice little chapel 
standing on the commanding site selected in 
Bismarck, pointing its cross towards the skies. 

We crossed over the river at Bismarck to 
Fort Lincoln, and officiated there in a mess- 
room, and found among the officers’ families 
quite a number of devoted Church people. The 
Clergyman who goes to Bismarck will be able 
to officiate regularly at Fort Lincoln and at 
other military posts on the river within fifty 
miles. This will afford him abundant work. 
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EDUCATION IN WESTERN THXAS. 
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In the ambulance that brought us back from 
the fort to Bismarck were four persons, to 
wit, a Methodist Clergyman, a Romish Priest, 
our own Missionary, and a Protestant Bishop. 
We had a delightful ride together, and our 
experience in each other’s company was as 
far as possible from that of the terrier, the 
cat, the canary-bird and the parrot, when 
locked up for an hour in the same room. 

In Lower Dakota, three hundred miles south 
of the places we have been speaking of, the 
work of the Church is progressing favorably. 
The venerable Dean, Dr. Hoyt, who, though 
approaching three-score and ten, is still active 
and vigorous, has removed from Yankton to 
Swan Luke, te be more in the centre of his 
itinerancy. Here he has built a snug par- 
sonage during the last year. 

The Rev. Mr. Huntington, the Bishop’s 
brother, another young and hearty man of 
seventy, has changed his residence from Yank- 
ton to Elk Point, and added Vermillion to his 
field, giving up Sioux Falls, with its beautiful 
memorial chapel, to one who is commencing 
his Missionary labors at that point. 

Sioux Falls is growing in a wonderful man- 
ner. It is said that one hundred new houses 
are going up there at this time. The remark- 
able water-power there will make it in our 
day a second Minneapolis. 

The Rev. Mr. Richardson, lately of Nebras- 


ka, is now Rector at Yankton, the capital of 
the Territory, and the Church is growing 
speedily under his most acceptable ministra- 
tion. 

Father Morris, once an accomplished archi- 
tect of large business, and now a laborious 
Missionary, still travels up and down the 
James River Valley, from Scotland to Fire 
Steel, and even farther north, ministering with 
loving interest to all the stations in the valley. 

At Springfield, thirty miles north of Yank- 
ton, a little church is being erected this 
summer. This point is a short day’s ride from 
the home of Bishop Hare, and he is supply- 
ing it with services and building the church. 
Thanks for his goodness. The Rev. Mr. 
Fowler, formerly of Elk Point, lives now at 
Santee, directly across the river from Spring- 
field, and, by Bishop Hare’s kindness, officiates 
at this point. 

We have also one Candidate for Holy Or- 
ders in Dakota who will soon be admitted to 
the Diaconate, and one postulant being edu- 
cated at Nebraska College. These candidates 
and postulants will soon, I trust, take their 
places among our Dakota Missionaries. 

I wish I had room to say something about 
our work in Nebraska, but my letter is already 
long enough for your readers.

EDUCATION IN WESTERN TEXAS. 
Extract from Bishop Hiliott?s Address to his Convocation. 


For the first time since my arrival in this 
Jurisdiction am I able to say to you, brethren, 
that I see, I trust, some prospect of our meet- 
ing, as a Church, our obligations in the mat- 
ter of education. So far as my information 
extends, the only effort made heretofore in 
this direction, in Western Texas, was the 
erection, in 1866, of 

8ST. MARY'S HALL, SAN ANTONIO, 


the gracious gift of the late John D. Wolfe, 
Esq., of New York, of blessed memory. 

For reasons into which I shall not enter, 
St. Mary’s Hall passed out of the hands of the 
Bishop of Texas into ‘the possession of the 
‘Wardens and Vestrymen of St. Mark’s Church, 
San Antonio. 

This corporation being unable to carry on 
the school themselves, leased it to the city 
authorities, and it has been used as one of the 
public schools up to this time—a system of 


education in which the teachers are granted 
their positions under promise that in no way 
will religion be recognized by them. 

This is an abomination which, under Gop, 
I think will soon come to an end, for Miss C. 
L. Wolfe, the daughter of Mr. Wolfe, a lady 
who has been most felicitously called “the 
Baroness Burdett-Coutts of the American 
Church,” has placed in my hands $1,000 
towards the redemption of the school build- 
ing, and upon the payment of a like sum 
(which I have good reason to believe will be 
placed in my hands by the close of the year) 
St. Mary’s Hall will be transferred by the 
Vestry of St. Mark’s to the Bishop, who 
promises to use such legal precautions as will, 
humanly speaking, prevent in the future any 
recurrence of the present trouble. 


So soon as this transfer is made I trust I 


shall be able to offer our people and all good | 
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people in San Antonio a rarity, that is, a pub- 
lic school where the religion of the Lorp 
Jesus Curist is held up for the instruction 
and veneration of the scholars. May God in 
His mercy speed the day! 

It is my good fortune to tell you also not 
only of schools to be established, but of one 
already at work. It has been my intention, 
whenever the Missionary operations were suf- 
ficiently advanced, to erect a school of a high 
order for girls, as nothing could be more need- 
ed. Through the influence of the Rev. Wal- 
lace Carnahan, Rector and Missionary at 
Seguin, the citizens of that town proposed to 
build a parochial school for boys and give tt to 
the Church if I would place the girls’ school 
at Seguin. As the place is centrally situated, 
and accessible from two directions by railway, 
having the further advantage of being re- 
markably healthy, I accepted their proposi- 
tion. The money was subscribed and paid 
in, and the building put up, all under the im- 
mediate supervision of Mr. Carnahan, who 
has been the soul of the whole enterprise. 
The Rev. W. M. Chapin and Mr. R. B. Minor, 


associated with Mr. Carnahan, who is princi- | 


pal, have, since March last, been conducting, 
to the great benefit and delight of the citizens 
of Seguin,

for boys. This is our first attempt to meet the | 


crying educational wants of this Missionary 
field. No one can estimate the good that will 
result if we can sustain this school, and the 
one of which I shall presently speak. That 


great Creator who pities untrained and neg- | 


lected children—children against whom pow- 


erful social elements seem to have conspired | 


to deprive them of the light of the everlasting 


Gospel—He knows what need there is of such | 


institutions. May He open men’s hearts that 
they may help us! 
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St. Andrew’s Academy is therefore simply 
the payment on the part of the citizens of 
Seguin of a bonus for the girls’ school. For 
long I have endeavored to collect the money 
to put up this other building, which I had de- 
termined should be called the 

MONTGOMERY INSTITUTE, 
in remembrance of the unvarying and fatherly 
kindness to the writer during his early minis- 
try of the Rey. Henry Eglinton Montgomery, 
D.D., late Rector of the Church of the Incar- 
nation, New York. 

Ihave succeeded so far in securing $1,200 
for this building; $800 more will put it up and 
pay for it. It will be comely and convenient, 
not pretentious; and, may I not add, not in 
debt. It may not immediately come into pos- 
session of all the modern improvements; but 
then we trust temporary deprivations will 
be mitigated by the absence of a mort- 
gage. 

This is what we all ‘earnestly hope and pray 
for. To get this needed $800 will take earnest 
work; but there is an earnest call here for 
help, and there are earnest men and women 
abroad, I believe, who know something of 
our necessities. 

To keep abreast of the demand for aid in 
building churches and rectories, and furnish- 
ing the little stipends for which our dear 
brethren labor, and, besides that, to put by for 
a school fund, is not easy. 

A lady of New York has given $500; a 
Sunday-school, $73; a lady of Missouri, $100; 
others have contributed so as to make up the 
$1,200 now in hand; and trusting that we will 
be aided in time to come, as in the past, it is 
our hope that the 1st of September next will 
see the “Montgomery Institute” begin its 
noble work.

The annual 
appropriation from the Board of $500 is 
divided among five of the most efficient Pres- 


| byters, none of whom receive a stipend of 


$1,000, and three of them less than six hun- 
dred, with families, except in one instance, 
dependent on them for support. With these 


facts to encourage our benefactors, I have no 


need to specify names or to make invidious 
distinction which might give prominence to 
some over others.

Ture ‘s a Mormon town of 1,000 inhabi- 

tar _ situated ten miles north-west of Ogden, 
a the centre of a rich agricultural district. 

A little more than one year ago a committee 
of leading citizens from this town waited 
upon the Rey. Mr. Gillogly, at Ogden, to 
ascertain whether he could in any way aid 
them in their efforts to free themselves 
from the shackles of the Mormon priest- 
hood. The Missionary, fired by such an 
appeal, coming from a source whence he had 
least expected it, replied promptly that he 
could. Without delay he had an appeal pub- 
lished in some of the Church periodicals, 
calling for the funds necessary to build a 
school-house at Plain City. School-houses are 
what the people here in Utah need most. In 
the meantime the people were visited by Mr. 
Gillogly. He gave them occasional services, 
and advised with them from house to 
house. 

The response to the Missionary’s appeal 
was So prompt and generous that he felt justi- 
fied in going ahead with the proposed school- 
house. The lot was purchased for $175. The 
corner-stone of St. Paul’s School was laid by 
Bishop Tuttle, April 14th, 1877. Grasshop- 
pers having put in an appearance, work on 
the building was suspended until last fall, 
when anew impetus was given to the enter- 
prise, which resulted in the completion of a 
substantial brick building, 26 by 40 feet. 

The lot, building, and some minor improve- 


ments cost $2,086.64. Of this amount the 
faithful few at Plain City contributed $534.71. 

On the 8th of January, 1878, St. Paul’s Day- 
school was opened by the Rev. Mr. Gillogly. 
There are in attendance at the school, to begin 
with, thirty-one children. A liberal increase 
is looked for at no distant day. On the First 


Sunday after Epiphany, St. Paul’s Sunday- | 


school was opened, and there are attending it 
now thirty-five children. 

The friends of the Church here are sur- 
prised at the successful inauguration of the 
work, knowing that there is not a single Gen- 
tile in the town. They are either Mormon or 
apostate Mormon. We propose now push- 
ing this school work as vigorously as possible. 
The school should be kept open ten months 
in the year. Itis thus we gain a march on 
the Mormon leaders. Their school at Plain 
City iskept open only about four months in 
the year. That we may carry out these de- 
signs, we must ask Sunday-schools and char- 
itably disposed persons to aid us with scholar- 
ships. This is the only way in which our 
schools among the Mormons in Utah can be 
kept vigorously running. 

There isa rich harvest coming, good friends, 
if you will help the laborers to sow the seed. 
Contributions in aid of St. Paul’s School, 
Plain City, may be sent to Bishop Tuttle, 
Salt Lake City, or the Rev. J. L. Gillogly, 
Ogden, Utah, Missionary in charge of the 
work. 


WORK AMONG THE COLORED PEOPLE OF THE SOUTH. 


AT PETERSBURG, VIRGINIA. 

Rey. anp Drar Simm: I gladly com- 
ply with your request to prepare for THE 
Spirir or Misstons a letter about the colored 
work here, 

Our school session began 1st of October, 
1877, and will end ist of July, 1878. The 
average attendance of scholars has been all 
the time 150, except during the prevalence 
of measles, in the month of last November, 
when the average was not more than 80. I 
have always been able tocommand as many 
scholars as I could accommodate and provide 
for since the inauguration of the school, 1st of 
October, 1871. 

At present there are four departments, taught 
by competent teachers, one white and the oth- 
er three colored. The white teacher receives 


no pay. One of the colored teachers is paid 
$25 per month, another $22, and the third $5 
per month. There is also a music teacher 
(white), who receives $20 per month, $10 of 
the same being paid by the music scholars. 
The studies of the first department are the 
English and mathematical, including also 
Latin and French. In the second, third, and 
fourth departments the English studies and 
arithmetic are graded tothe fourth depart- 
ment, where the children range from four to 
six years of age, and are taught only their 
A B OC, spelling and reading, and the 
Calvary Catechism. Tuition is free, except 
inmusic. The number of females now in 
the school is 101; number of males, 84; total 
number on roll, 185. 

T have no boarding department, though sev- 
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eral scholars from other parts of Virginia and 
North Carolina have attended the school as 
day scholars. 

Daily Morning Prayer and lecture from 9 to 
10.4. M.; Sunday-school from 9 to 11 a. mM. and 
from 3:30 to 5p.m., every Sunday; Holy Com- 
munion administered onceamonth. Besidesa 
daily catechising, the children are questioned 
on the Church Catechism the first Sunday of 


_every month. 


The number of Confirmations from the 
school since January, 1874, have been 37. 
The school has also furnished one young man 
who is a Candidate for Holy Orders, and will 
probably be ordained Deacon about the 1st 
of next July. He isin charge of a flourish- 
ing parish school in Alexandria, Va., under 
the Rev. William M. Dame, Rector of Christ 
Church. 

In connection with the school I have also a 
congregation numbering 90 communicants. 
Within the past five years, from the school and 
congregation together, I have presented sixty 
for Confirmation. The congregation has also 
furnished one Deacon, whois now acting as my 
assistant, and is supported by the Domestic 
Committee. It has also furnished another 
Candidate for Holy Orders, who is one of my 
teachers. All of my teachers are communi- 
cants, and one of my scholars is our organist. 
The normal department has furnished 42 
teachers to the public schools of Virginia 
since 1871. The last class confirmed number- 
ed eighteen, and two of the scholars are now 
awaiting Confirmation. 

I hope soon to have a theological training 
department established here, the want of 
which has heretofore been a great drawback 
to the colored work in Virginia. 

I have hastily followed your suggestion in 
simply giving you facts regarding the work 
here. Hoping that the above account will 
prove satisfactory,

At Key Wrst, FLORIDA. 

In the main the members of St. Peter’s Par- 
ish are natives of the Island of New Provi- 
dence, one of the largest of the Bahama 
group, a colony of Great Britain, the princi- 
pal city of which is Nassau. The people in 
general are intelligent. All are in possession 
of a common school education, some have 
even gone further and pursued the higher 
branches of learning. 

In the spring of 1875 the Mission was or- 


ganized through the instrumentality of the 

Rev. J. Lawrence Steele, D.D., Rector of St. 

Paul’s Parish in this city. Regular Services 
were held by Dr. Steele in the Douglas school- 
house for more than a year, when, in Decem- 
ber, 1876, the Mission, in the presence of the 
Bishop of the Diocese, was converted into St. 

Peter’s Parish, and the Rev. Dr. Steele called. 

It was soon discovered that the increasing de- 

mands upon the Rector were such that he 
could not faithfully sustain both parishes, 
and the Rev. J. H. Young was called, who 
remained, however, only a short time. 

The work was not abandoned after the 
withdrawal of Mr. Young. Regular services 
were held, conducted by Mr. E. J. Flemming, 
lay reader, and the Sunday-school by Messrs. 
Ceruti and Aranjo. 

An event occurred in the summer of this 
year, during the absence of the Rector, which 
compelled the people of St. Peter’s to discon- 
tinue their worship and await further action 
until they could confer with Dr. Steele; and 
in this condition I found them when I came 
to Key West last fall. 

The building that we occupy was formerly 
used as a meat market and general provision 
store, but has been converted into a chapel. 

Our order of services is as follows: Holy 
Communion on the 2d and the 4th Sundays, 
at 9 A.M. ; Morning Prayer every Sunday, at 
11 a.m.; Litany at 4:30 Pp. m. ; Hven-song, 
with Sermon, at 7:45; Sunday-school at 
9 a. mM. and 2:45 p. mM. ; Woman’s Guild, 
Monday, at 4:30 p. M. ; Choir rehearsal, Tues- 
day, 7:30 Pp. mM. ; Even-song and Lecture, 
Wednesday, 7:45 p. mM. ; Teachers’ meeting, 
first Thursday in each month, at 7:45 P. M., 
and the parish day-school for both sexes from 
9A. M. to2P. M. 

Our present number of communicants is 
about 100; Sunday-school children, 40; one 
superintendent, one assistant superintendent, 
and six teachers ; day-school is also about 40. 

Our services are well attended, the responses 
and the singing hearty, and all exhibit an 
earnest and devout spirit in worshipping 
Almighty Gop. 

A class of ten were confirmed by the Bishop 
in his recent visitation, which is the result of 
six months’ labor. 

The great hindrance in our work is our 
inability to accommodate all who are desirous 
to worship with us. We need a church 
building sufficiently large to seat 500 or 600 
people, not a costly edifice, but simply a plain, 
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substantial building, made of rough pine | donations, however small.

THE DAKOTA PRAYER BOOK. 


Ir gives us great pleasure to be able at 
length to announce the publication of the 
Dakota Prayer Book. By the time these 
lines shall meet the eye of the reader many 
Dakota Christians will have in their hands 
copies of the Prayer Book in their native 
tongue. 

The labor of the translators of this book 
has been steadily prosecuted for several years, 
and has been, we are sure, a labor of love: it 
is a real satisfaction, while writing these 
words, to look upon such aresult of their 
toil as lies before us in the admirably printed 
volume of nearly seven hundred pages. 

This labor of the translators, however, 
would have been in vain had not many kind 
friends—men and women and children—sup- 
plied the means to complete the arduous 
undertaking by putting the translation into 
permanent form in the shape of electrotype 
plates, from which, of course, copies of the 
book can now be multiplied readily in re- 
sponse to all probable future demands. 

But while the hearty thanks of the Com- 
mittee for Indian Missions are due, and are 
hereby rendered, to all those through whose 
contributions the Dakota Prayer Book was 
made ready for publication, the Committee 
are also under special obligations to the New 
York Prayer Book Society for its gift of the 
first edition of one thousand copies of the vol- 
ume. In recognition of this timely liberality, 
the following letter was addressed to the 
Treasurer and Agent of the Society on learn- 
ing of its action in this regard:

nearly completed. ~ 

So far as I am aware, this will be the first 
instance of the publication in this country of 
the entire Prayer Book in an Indian tongue. 

It is obvious to remark that this version of 
our Prayer Book will be of special value as an 
adjunct in the work of the Church, which the 
Missionary Bishop and his many helpers, both 
white and native, are carrying forward among 
the Dakotas, 

I need not assure you of the great pleasure 
it affords me to know that, through the 
beneficence of your Society, the long-con- 
tinued and painstaking labors of the Com- 
mission appointed by Bishop Hare to make 


this translation are soon to meet with their 


reward, in the shape of an Indian Prayer 
Book, which will, without delay, go forth 
upon its merciful mission of aiding in the 
instruction and edification of the Dakotas in 
Christian Faith and Worship.

Some of our readers may remember the 
statement made respecting this Testimony by 
the Bishop of Central New York in a Dis- 
course prepared by him several years ago 
on Two Ways of Treating the Indian Problem, 
which was soon afterward published by the 
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Indian Commission. ‘‘ This wonderful docu- 
ment,” he said, ‘‘a kind of wailing monotone 
f narrative and prophecy blended together, 


is unlike any writing in literature that I can 


remember. In part it is a plaintive petition 
or the nurture of his children after he has 
gone, in part a quiet story of his Christian 
course, and in part a hopeful farewell to his 
ellow-believers, West and East. Let all that 
have tried to say for his poor people end in 
one passage, word for word, from this last 
testament of his devotion.” 


The Testimony, which forms (with other 
matter, illustrative of the life and labors of 
Mazakute) a pamphlet of twenty four pages, 
had been for some time out of print, and ap- 
plicants for copies of it were disappointed in 
not being able to obtain them.
